By F R E D R IC K K U H 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
The Hague, Aug. 22.—A distinct re­ 
laxation of the tension in the rep ara­ 
tions conference was noticed today at 
the one-hour m orning conference of 
the "Big Six"—adjourned from yester 
day -and led delegates to express the 
opinion th a t hope of an agreem ent 
was not yet aandoned. 
The "Big Six" unanimously decided 
to allow until Saturday for an agree­ 
m ent on the basic issues before the 
conference. 
It was announced th a t the m eeting 
of the Rhineland occupying powers— 
France, England and Belgium—will be 
held at 3 P. M. tom orrow and th a t the 
"Big Six” would meet again at 4 P. M. 
tomorrow. 
In the m eantim e 
it 
is 
hoped th at as a result of the private 
conversations, progress can be m ade 
at tom orrow ’s meetings. 


The Hague, Aug. 22.—-France, Italy, 
Belgium and Jap an completed a new 
proposal today largely fulfilling G reat 
B ritain’s three dem ands for modifica­ 
tion of the Young plan, which alm ost 
wrecked the reparations 
conference 
here. 
The proposal, however, was partly 
at the expense of Germany, so th at 
G erm any at the afternoon m eeting of 
the four powers was invited to hear 
the new proposal. 
The proposal was understood to in­ 
clude an increase of 100,000,000 m arks 
($23,820,000) annually in 
G erm any’s 
unconditional annuities, which B ritain 
would receive. 
The 100,000,000 m arks 
would be deducted from 
G erm any’s 
conditional reparations. 
The proposal shifts the fate of the 
conference to G erm any’s shoulders.
